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Attorney Arnold, for Frank, Says 
Juror Planned to Get on Panel 
to Hang Accused. 


A reeess in the hearing on a 
aew triat for Leo M. Frank was 
taken at 3:45 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon as Attorney Reuben 
Arnold was in the midst of a 
scathing denunciation of A. H. 
Henslee, who, the lawyer de- 
elared, had lain in wait in eold 
blood to get on the jury that he 
might use his influence in con- 
victing the defendant. 

“Tle got there for no other 
purpose,’’ asserted the lawyer. 
“The affidavits show that Hens- 
lee deliberately went into the 
jury box with his mind poisoned 
against Frank and that the virus 
of his prejudice very easily might 
have spread to other members of 
the jury.?’ 

Attorney Arneld laid great stress 
upon the fact cnat a great outbreak 
of cheering and shouting had taken 
place about the courtroom before the 
polling of the verdict had been com- 
pleted. He declared that Judge Roan 
under the law must give the defend- 
ant a new trial on this ground, if 
there were no others to be considered. 
He held, and read legal citations to 
support his contention, that a verdict 
Is not complete until every man has 
been polled and that the verdict was 
vitiated “by the savages who stood 
outside on the street and shouted and 
erled for blood and leaped with joy 
PF vecause a man was to be condemned 
to death." 

Arnold’s reasons and narration of 
the facts of the case repeatedly were 
llumined by blazes of wrathful de- 
nunciation of the manner tn which 
the case against Frenk had been con- 
ducted by Solicitor General Dorsey, 
and of the “scowling, vicious crowd” 
which he represented gs crying like 


ravening wolves for the life of the 
defencant, ' 
“All the Solicitor had to do,” he 


shouted, “was to pour blood down 
their throats and they were satisfied.” 

He charged Dorsey with playing to 
the grandstand; with corrupting and 
warping the evidence so as to draw 
the most riciculous and fantastie con- 
clusions with which to gull the jurors, 
and with being a party to the gigan- 
tie conspiracy to send an innocent 
man to the gibbet. 

"The jurv,” he observed. “was per- 
fectly willing to swallow anything— 
more improbable and grotesque, 
the better. No evidence was worth a 
bauble before that scowling, vicious 
mob, They were pack of wolves 
thirsting for blood.” 

Says Dorsey Misrepresented. 

“Did you ever hear of a case,” Ar- 
nold asked, “where so many outside 
things entered to damn a man? The 
Solicitor was willing to use any 
means, no matter how unfair, to con- 
vict this man. Russi{a isn’t much 
worse than this. The Solicitor was 
a party to the Inquisition which was 
forced on Minola McKnight. Illegal 
methods wére used to get this hys- 
terical negro woman to agree to the 
horrible story her husband had fixed 
up. And this was after the Solicitor 
already had one affidavit from her in 
which she denied every detail of that 
fabrication of her husband's. 

“The Solicitor defiantly admitted 
that he did it and was proud of it 
But he and the detectives committed 


a crime against her so great that if 
she had taken a pistol and killed ev- 
ery one of them, manslaughter would 
have been the worst charge that 
could have been lodged against her. 
Tramp Surer ‘of Justice. 

“Why, before some juries, a tramp 
hus a better chance of justice than 
a man of moderate means and unim- 
beachable reputation, It has come to 
4 pass that a man of means is worse 
off in a court of justice than a bum 
and a tramp, so fearful are juries 
vf public opinion.

A judgment for $6,113.75 principal 
and interest of $8,054.95 has been ren- 
dered in the Superior Court in the 
suit of the W. &.

It is unique in that the Austin Com- 
pany, which obtains the judgment.

In the last 
judgment this amount was deducted 
from the total awarded to the Austin

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 27.—This city 
took on the appearance of an armed 
camp to-day as returns from scat- 
tered elections districts made it cer- 
j tain that no candidate had received a 
majority of the votes cast in the 
Presidential contest.

In the returns 
that have been received thus far, 
Frederico Gamboa, former Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and Felix Diaz, are 
running a‘close race, but because of 
votes cast for other\ candidates, nei- 
ther one of these men will have a 
majority. 

Less Than Legal Tota! Vote. 

The number of votes cast is also 
less than one-third of the total voting 
strength of the Republic, whith is 
required by the constitution to make 
an election legal, 
| Elections of Senators and Deputies, 


however, is not hampered by this 
constitutional provision, and it is cer- 
tain that the Catholic party, headed 
by Gamboa and supported by Huertg, 
will have control in the Congress. 
This assures Huerta full control in- 
stead of the legislative revolt which 
continually threatened in the last 
Congress, controlled by Maderistas. 

Thus, the outstanding feature of 
the election is the fact that it has 
only strengthened Huerta in his posi- 
tion as dictator. 

That Huerta had no doubt that the 
election weuld fail was borne out by 
his decree increasing the strength of 
the Mexican army from 80,000 to 
150,000, This sudden increase of the 
army to almost double its present 
size, when the Government is short of 
funds and ‘loans seem unattainable, 
gives the general impression’ that 
Huerta is either preparing for a for- 
eign war or expects new uprisings, 
possibly as a result of the election 
flasco.

The Rev. J. Wade Conklin referred 
to Hall Caine’s recent work, “The 
Woman Thou Gavest Me," as the 
strongest argument for equal suffrage 
yet advanced. The Rev. Fred A. Line, 
in an interetsing talk, spoke of the 
work accomplished in Kansas since 
that State voted for equal suffrage. 
Miss Katherine Koch, secretary of the 
association, read a long list of names 
of new members, and Mrs. Mary I. 
McLendon, president of the State Suf- 
frage Association, commended the in- 
terest in the work shown locally.

Three of the spots, he 
said, had been found by the State's 
own Witness, an expert chemist, not 
to be of blood, and the fourth had 
four or five corpuscles which might 
have been caused by an eightieth part 
of an ordinary drop of blod, and 
might have been made tee or four 
years before, 

Solicitor Dorsey was to follow Ar- 
nold.

That a change of venue will be de- 
manded in the event a new trial ts 
granted was made evident by Attor- 
ney Arnold’s comment that no harm 
could result from a new trial “where 
the surroundings are better and 
where the chance to get justice is 
better,” ;

“Whole Case Hinges on Conley.”

It was more nat- 
ural to suppose that she would come 
Monday.

had the notes written. They would 
have been absolutely purposeless with 
the bedy out of the way, Arnold as- 
serted. 

The lawyer also contended that the 
language was distinctively negro dia- 
lect, particularly the expression ‘‘lay 
down play like the night witch did 
it.’ The expression “by hisself,” Ar- 
nold said, had been found in the nes 
gro's testimony 92 times. 

Responsibility on Judge. 

“It takes thirteen jurors to mur- 
der a man in cold blood in Georgia,’ 
exclaimed Arnold, addressing the 
court. “The trial judge has to ap- 
| prove the verdict brought in by the 
twelve jurors. This puts a terrible 
responsibility onto the judge. With 
his superior experience and his thor- 
ough knowledge of law, he is in a 
much better position to weigh accu- 
rately and intelligently th evidence 
which has been submitted. 

“A judge once said that it was up 
to the jury to decide whom to believe, 
but the Superior Court did not ap- 
prove this evasion of plain duty on 
the part of the trial judge. 

“This is a most unusual case. There 
have been murders before and there 
will be after this, The example of 
Cain will be followed until the end 
of time. You may pick up the news- 
papers any day and read of these 
crimes, They do not mitigate this 
murder’ in the least. The crime at 
the pencil factory was as atrocious as 
any in the history of the State. 

“But the intense feeling over this 
crime grows out of something else 
than its mere atrocity. You have 
got to hunt down under the surface, 
but you have to scratch down just 
a little before you find that it is the 
same old cause that has run down 
through the ages. 

Cites Russian Trial. 

“About the only parallel in recent 
times is going on to-day in the holy 
city of Kieff, Russia, where they 
are trying Mendel Beiliss, a Russian 
Jew, for the ‘ritual murder’ of a 13- 
year-old boy. It’s a case on wiich 
the civilized world looks aghast and 
with horror. Everyone knows that 
it’s all a lie and a diabolical persecu- 
tion. The boy was killed. There is 
no doubt of that. But that he was 
killed by Beiliss as a victim of the 
so-called ‘ritual murder,’ which, as a 
matter of fact, exists only in the 
imagination of the persecutors of the 
Jews; is an infamous ie, as ine world 
knows. 

“As strange as is this travesty on 
justice in progress in Kiefft, Russia, it 
is no stronger than the trial which 
was enacted in our own city of At- 
lanta last August. The charges are 
no more ridiculous and fantastic than 
those brought against, this young man 
here, 

“We have had to contend against 
two hydraheaded propositions which 
confront us at every turn—prejudice 
and ignorance—the twin evils. We 
have had to contend with the spiri: of 
the mob. This is no idle dream. It 
is a fact of which your honor is well 
aware. 

Courts, Not Public, to Judge. 

“The courts are organized to be ex- 
perts, not the public. The public 
doesn't hear the whole thing thrashed 
out, They are not in a position to 
appreciate the merits of a case, no 
matter how much they want to do 
the right thing. The law is receiving 
a critical test right now. I’ye trem- 
Lied more for the law than ever be- 
fore. I have thought that the law 
has been more on trial than Leo 
Frank. 

“We have been so circumvented and 
hedged about by hatred and prejudice 
that their influence constantly has 
| been felt in the courtroom where a 
man was guaranteed a fair and im- 
partial trial. The day when such a 
condition can not exist will come 
soon, It’s here now with the enlight- 
éned citizens of the State and even 
somewhat with the benighted. 

“We've got the best people on earth 
right here in this Southland. We 
really are the only American people. 
t will not be long before we are com- 
pletely divested of all this prejudice, 
hut this time, I am sorry to say, is 
not yet here, if one may judge by 
what occurred at the courthouse dur- 
ing the trial last August, when mobs 
were pushing their way into the 
| courtroom to misbehave, when peo- 
ple rejoiced and smiled and threw up 
their caps in delight because a man 
was condemned to death.

They pointed to the open 
outburst of feeling last Sunday when 
church workers, who had expresse( 
approval of Warden Moyer’s methojs, 
were hissed. 

No official confirmation could. be 
gained at the prison of the allege, 
removal of guards, but the warden 
had announced that that would be 
his course, and he lost no time in carc- 
rying out his intentions, 

It was reported that the  dis- 
charged men would carry their cases 
to Congressman William Schley How 
ard, who is determined to force a 
complete investigation of the meth- 
ods in force at the prison. Warden 
Moyer himself has said that he court- 
ed a probe of the chargese made by 
Julian Hawthorne and others, and no 
one will stand sponsor for the myste 
rious movement to hush the matter

of their elders to the forefront of the 
lines and there with wide eys and 
open mouths viewed the mysteries of 
the circus as they were unveiled be- 
fore them in slow and dignified de- 
mein. Incidentally, probably every de- 
scendant of Ham within a radius of 
many miles of Atlanta was among 
those present. 

The parade was routed from its lot 
along Ponce DeLeon avenue to Peach- 
tree street; thence to Forsyth, to Ma- 
rietta and to Peachtree again. From 
there it turned back to the grounds 
via Peachtree and Ponce DeLeon. 

Dense Crowd at Five Points. 

She crowd was greatest at Marietta 
and Forsyth, and Five Points. Traf- 
fic during the procession was de- 


moralized at these places for some 
time, 
All mankind knows just about what 


circus people do on week days. They 
know that the “circusers” roll Into a 
town at an unearthly hour in the 
morning, tumble out of their bertis 
about 7 o'clock and walk to the “lot,” 


Where they eat breakfast. At 9 
o'clock they march in the “gee-rand 
parade.” When they come back, 


lunch is waiting for them; then they 
don their spanglew and gold lace and 
gladden the hearts and thrill the 
souls of young America; then they 
eat their dinner and back again to 
the sawdust ring until midnight. 
Everybody knows it’s work from gun- 
rise to sundown. 

But what do they do on Sunday, the 


only day in the week in which there 
are no performances? What did the 
Barnum & Bailey people do yester- 
day out at Ponce DeLeon Park? 

And the answer is that they dont 
do anything, which means that they 
are “regular folks” and spend Sunday 
just about like the average Atlantan 
spends his, They just “lay around,” 
read the Sunday papers—mostly The 
Sunday American, by the way—and 
take things easy. 

It’s Letter-Reading Day. 

All of them are reading letters, be- 
cause there {s always a big packet of 
mail for everybody on Sunday, and 
they read over again all they have 
gotten from home during the week. 
The old people will be telling stories 
to the youngsters, and some of the 
foreigners will have sought quiet 
nooks for soul-stirring struggles with 
English dictionaries, and scores of 
them will be lying on their backs in 
the open and gazing dreamily at 
nothing at all. 

And there is always a crowd of 
them sitting around on empty buck- 
ets, and on wagons, and on 


the 
ground, watching the crowd that 


ooo 


come to watch them, And since all 
circus people are students of human 
nature and know more about it than 
all the savants that ever put pen to 
paper, they get more fun out of the 
‘crowd than the crowd does out of 
them. 

Now, “not doing anything” does not 
apply to the “razorbacks,.”” It seems 
sometimes that when someone wrote 
in the Good Book that “there shall 
be no rest for the wicked” he must 
have been thinking of the circus “ra- 
zorback.” He works all the time. 
And the animal men are never still, 
but it is because they love theil 
beasts. 

Take old Andre, for instance. He 
has a last name which is so Hunga- 
tian or Austrian or something that it 
is unpronounceable, and he wouldn't 
leave his beloved giraffes for a mv- 
ment—not for a million dollars, And 
he has chickens and geese, and 
things that have no connection with 
the circus, but which are his magcots, 
They go wherever he goes, riding In 
the cars with the giraffes—and the 
old man spends his Sundays talking 
tu his giraffes and his chickens. 

All Look Busy, 

When first you enter the “lot’—on 
a Sunday—you think everybody is at 
work. Hundreds of “razorbacks” 
and canvasmen are running hither; 
and yon, all in a seeming jumble, a 
chaos out of which it seems impos- 
sible should arise the order of Mon- 
day. You walk along with the crowd 
dodging six and eight horse teams 
drawing heavy cages, convoyed by 
the inevitable escort of small boys. 
Down by the old skating rink is 
what on Monday will be the menag- 
erie. Everybody is at work there. 
Men are unloading countless bales of 
hay.for the elephants, and there is 
the smell of fresh meats and the 
roars of the animals. The crowd is 
there, too, trying to get a glimpse of 
the wild beasts, from the lion down 
to the immortal pair from the Ham- 
burg show, “the elephant and the wild 
kangaroo.” It keeps a score of men 
busy routing the sorties of the small 
boys. 

Then you go down to where the 
“big top” Hes stretched out on the 
ground, ready for hoisting. There 
are a hundred men sitting cross- 
legged, sewing on the canvas and 
wetting it ready to go up. To the 
right of the "big top” is a creek, over | 
which the circus has built a bridge. 

Then the Honeymooners. 

You cross the bridge and run 
plump Into Jim Rutherford and his 
wife—Jim Rutherford, who on Mon- 
is a clown, but on Sunday is 
just folks. They are sitting on up- 
turned water pails, reading letters 
from home, Then some one tells you 
their story, and you realize why they 
are called the “honeymooners of the 
circus.” 

You learn how Rutherford wooed 
and won his wife in a Northern vil- 
lage, how she could not travel with 
him because a circus will carry no 
\dle hands; how she got a saxaphone 
and learned to play it so she could 
Join the circus band and be with her 
husband. And they spend their Sun- 
days writing letters, reading letters 
and strolling about the open woods 
near the “lot.”

The State Board of Education, sit- 
ting as the Text Book Commission, 
met jointly Saturday with the re- 
cently appointed sub-commission of 
educators in the office of the State 


Superintendent of Schools, for the 
purpose of considering text book 
awards for the next five years, All 


the members commissions 


were present. 

Before calling the sub-commission 
into session, the Text Book Commis- 
sion opened thirty-eight bids from va- 
rious publishing houses, proposing va- 
rious lines of new books for imme- 
diate awards, Each bid was accom- 
panied by a certified check for $500, 
as an evidence of good faith. 

No action was taken on any bid 
but the entire matter of new books 
was temporarily placed in the hands 
of the sub-commigsion, the members 


of which are required to return in- 
dividual reports not later than No- 
vember 25, at which time the Text 
Book Commission will be in session 
again. 

The members of the sub-commis- 
sion will prenare their various recom- 
mendations immediately,” but they 
have announced that no publishing 
houses will be heard from later than 
Friday, November 7, as the mem- 
bers wish to have the remainder of 
the time to inspect carefully the hun- 
dreds of new books offered. 

The impfession is that there will 
be no particular changes, if there are 
any at all, pending the report of the 
Legislative investigating committee 
next summer, but that the recommen- 
dations of the Governor and the Su- 
perintendent of Schools, that the mat- 
ter be left temporarily in statu quo.

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U.S. Rescuers Into 
Mine, Fatal to 261, 
As Volunteers Quit 


DAWSON, N. MEX., Oct. 25.—In 
the depths of shaft No. 2, of the Stag 
Canon Company’s- coal mines, here 
to-day Government rescuers braved 
black damp and danger from falling 
walls again, in an effort to bring 
to the surface the remaining 202 bod- 
jes of victims of last Wednesday's 
explosion, Seventy-three bodies had 
been brought to the shaft entrance 
to-day. Only 23 of the 284 men in 
the mine at the time were found alive 
in the cavern. 

Volunteer rescuers who have been 
working in shifts of fifteen or twenty, 
Ugging away the debris that was 
hurled into the passageways by the 
explosion, refused to enter the mine 
to-day. The bodies of the two res- 
cuers who were caught by the falling 
shale and rock yesterday were 
brought to the surface by the Fed- 
eral rescuers. 

The most of the bodies brought to 
the surface to-day were so badly 


burned and mangled that identifica- 
tion was impossible.

WOULD PUT I 
PLINT HERE 


Oil Purifying Company’s Repre- 
sentative in Atlanta With New 
Industrial Project. 


P. A. Watson, of Chicago, repre- 
senting the Purifled Petroleum Prod- 
ucts Company of Kansas City, an en- 
terprise fapitalized at $10,000,000 
which purifies crude kerosene and 
gasoline and turns the product out as 
a substitue for gasoline for automo- 
bile users, was in Atlanta Saturday 
conferring with Secretary W. H. 
Leahy, of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and Atlanta capitalists with a view 
to establishing a branch plant here. 

He hopes to interest local capital 
in the project, and contemplates the 
erection of a $26,000 plant with a ca- 
pacity of 60,000 gallons of oil daily. 

Mr. Watson says his company has 
plants now running in Shreveport, 
Kansas City, Little Rock, Los Ange- 
les, Portland and Denver. The prod- 
uct {s sald to solve the problem of a 


substitute for gasoline, and Mr. Wat- 
son says it has met with success 
everywhere the company has estab- 
lished plants. 


Fine for Autos, He Says. 

Used instead of gasoline in automo- 
biles, Mr. Watson says, the oil made 
by the company’s plants gives one- 
third more mileage and keeps the 
spark plug and the carburetor clean. 
It will sell, he says, at the same price 
per gallon as gasoline. = 

“We cheapen the cost of the re- 
fined oil,” Mr, Watson sald, “by using 
crude kerosene. We take the kero- 
sene and gasoline in the proportions 
of one gallon of kerosene to two gal- 
lons of gasoline, and by ‘our process 
take out all the carbon and sediment. 
The product obtained ts a clear oil 
that is much better for any purpose 
than ordinary gasoline.” 

Only a Royalty Asked. 

Mr. Watson’s plan for the estab- 
Iishment of the plant here {s to make 
it a local concern entirely. His com- 
pany will install all the necessary ma- 
chinery and put up the plant at cost, 
and will send an expert here to get 
it in good running order. 

The only payment his company will 
get for the use of the process, he 
says, Is a royalty of 1-2 cent on every 
gallon of oil sold. The plan will mean 
the erection of an extensive ware- 


house, factory and tanks, and the es- 
tablishment of & Hne of delivery 
wagons. 

Whilg the Chamber of Commerce 
will not aid Mr. Watson in the fe 
mation of his company, Secretary 
Leahy expects to lend his aid in get- 
ting for Mr. Watson a hearing before 
Atlanta capitalists. 

He probably will be in Atlanta sev- 
eral weeks, and in the event that he 
succeeds in interesting local capital- 
ists in the project, will remain here 
pb the plant is erected and in oper-' 
ation.

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FLASH POWDER 
HALTS WILSON 
HANDSHAKE. 


President Gets Real Scare and 
Photographer Almost Gets 
Smash on Jaw. 


A perplexing query to-day is agi- 
tating the minds of the 400 persons 
who caught a glimpse of President 
Wilson in the twenty minutes that he 
stopped in Atlanta Sunday ettarnconl 
on his way to the Southern Commer- 


elal Congress in Mobile, 

Some of them quite firmly are set- 
tied in the opinion that a charge of 
flashlight powder, ignited while the 
President was shaking hands with his 
admirers in the Terminal Station 
train sheds, gave him the worst scare 
he has received since changing his 
official residence from Trenton, N. J., 
io Washington, D. C. 

Others say jhe took the incident 
with characteristic calmness, 

Two flashes were taken of tne Pres- 
ident. The first made -no more dis- 
turbance than the muffled footfall of 
the family cat. There was a mo- 
mentary blaze of light that resembled 
the harmless playing of sheet light- 
ning in the distant skies. The Presi- 
dent merely smiled one of his charac- 
teristic smiles and kept on shaking 
hands with the enthusiastic members 
ef the crowd gathered about the rear 
of his private car, the Columbia. 

Second Blast Shocks. 

But there was another photogra- 
pher who used a more militant brand 
of powder, And to @hfake sure of get- 
ting a good picture of the President 
lie put a double charge in his flash- 
light machine. 

When it explo’ d, 400 persons 
jumped in the air, The charge de- 
tonated like the explosion of a bomb, 
or a blast of, nitroglycerine, or a .41- 
caliber Colt revolver. ,No one, proba- 
bly, ever will know what the Pres}- 
dent thought it was, but he jerked 
his hand away from the man to who.n 
he was sayine a pleasant word just as 


the explosion came, and quickly 
leaped upward a step. 
He realized an instant later the 


cause of the noise, but there was no 
amile on his face this time. He gave 
a few rapid orders, waving his hand 
comprehensively toward the battery 
of cameras. Instantly came hustling 
and shoving through the crowd a 
green-hatted, red-featured and stock- 
ily built individual, who seemed bent 


on sweeping the cameras onto the 
ground. 
In a sudden rush of anger, the 


photographer was Considering with

The transformation in the pho- 
tographer from a wrathful man to 
he mildest mannered person in the 
world was miraculous. He cared for 

) encounter with Sloan, who he re- 
membered as the guard who once had 
pushed him from the runningboard 
of President Taft’s automobile into 
an undignified sitting posture under 
the heels of a mounted policeman’s 
horse. 

While Sloan was attending to the 
camera men, President Wilson quickly 
went up the steps of his car, entered 
the door and did not appear again 
until the train was pulling out from 
the station. He left fully 350 good 
right hands unshaken, but he was not 
going to take any more chances with 
a charge pf giant powder masking 
as a flashlight. 

The President was given ovations 
all along the line in the Carolinas, 
and found a large crowd waiting for 
him when the train stopped at the 
rerminal Station in Atlanta to

He spoke pleasantly to the members 
of the throng ag they shook hands 
With him, but he pleaded that it was 
the Sabbath when several persons 
called for an address. He regretted, 
he said, that he could not spend more 
time in Atlanta. He would have liked 
to stop on hig return, but his itinerary 
prevented it. 

With the President in his private 
‘ar were Dr, Grayson and a number 
of the Secret Service men. Other 
-oaches were occupied by delegates to 
the congress and a number of its of- 
ficlals, including Senator Dunean U. 
Fletcher, of Florida, its president.

Wilburn’s Attorney Declares the 
Doomed Man Will Not Testify 
Against Accused Woman, 


GRAYS, Oct. 27.—Mrs.‘ Katherine 
King, the first Jones County woman 
ever arraigned for murder, is on trial 
for her life in the Superior Court 
here to-day. 

The State proposes to prove that 
she was the instigator of the assassi- 
nation of her husband, James King, 
a prominent planter of the county, 
and that Nick Wilburn, a farm hand, 


and her ¢onfessed paramour, did the 
killing upon the promise of marriage 
from her and the additional promise 
of $600' of her husband's insurance, 
It is the contention of the State that 
Mrs. King had so fascinated this 
farm boy that he readily responded 
to her demands, 

The most difficult fact for Mrs. 
King to overcome in her fight for her 
life and liberty is her confession made 
on the day of her arrest, two weeks 
after her husband's violent death, to 
Sheriff Roberts and others. In that 
confession, however, she declared 
that she was forced to acquiesce to, 
her husband’s murder by the threats | 
and violence of Wilburn. 

State Senator W. Db. McNeil, who 
is Mrs, King’s attorney, proposes to 
combat the State's evidence solely | 
with the woman’s own statement. He, 
believes that it will be a’powerful in- 
strument in her behalf. McNeil de- 
clares that he is impressed with the 
genuineness of Mrs. King’s story, as 
related to him, and believes that she | 
did everything in her power to save |

her husband, and submitted to the} 
knowledge that he was going to be 
killed only because she was helpless 
to prevent it. 

Attorney John R. Cooper, counsel 
for Wilburn, stated this morning as 
ed the acquittal of Mrs. King. “The 
State has no case against her, in my 
opinion.” he said, “and certain it is 
that they can not use Wilburn. He 
is not going to testify voluntarily 
against her, and the State can not) 
force him to go on the stand now.” 
Mr. Cooper is hoping that Mrs. King 
will be freed. “In that event,” he 
says, “I know I can save Wilburn 
from the gallows.” 

There is intense interest in the out- 
come of Mrs. King’s trial and early 
this morning the buggies and wagons 
began pouring in Grays. Seated with 
the frail little woman in the ceurt- 
room are her six children, the young- 
est hardly out of his baby clothes 
and the eldest herself a mother.

‘In Mississippi boll weevils very 
largely destroyed top-crop prospects and 
heavy frosts on Octobér 20 and 21 did 
further damage. As a result, the con- 
dition has deteriorated around 5 per 
cent during the month, against 2 per 
cent last year and 3.4 per cent the year 
before. Considerable wet weather dur- 
ing the month has damaged the grade. 
Very little cotton is held, farmers gen- 
erally selling as fast as picked. Pick- 
ing is about normal, being approxi 
mately 78 per cent gathered, against 
71 last year, 78 in 1911 and 66 in 1910. 

“In Florida cotton is marketed as fast 
as picked and very little is held back. 
Weather conditions have been good. 
Some consider the prospects about the 
game as last year."

How 1TH 
YOUR wITTLE 
tbIRe Buwns

HERE are a great many school- 
| boys interested in football at 
this season of the year, and 
there are quite a number of school 
teams that have no segular coach, and 
no one who can gey,them even a few 
simple pointers relating to the game, 
These boys are naturally ambitious 
to learn and very frequently these 
lads write and ask me if I will not 
write something for publication that 
will help them 
idea of how the game should be 
played. 

Now, football is altogether too deep 
a sciehce for “correspondence” 
coaching, or anything of that sort; 
it demands pérsonal instruction and 
demonstration if anything like pro- 
ficiency is to be developed. Still, 
there are a great many little points 
of value about the playing of the 
game that every boy should learn. 
Then, too, if he understands these 
nice little points before he comes 
to college he wiN be just that much 
farther advanced in the game. 

I am going ‘to write some facts 
about the game for the benefit of the 
ambitious chaps who have no coach 
and are toiling in the dark, I will 
not adopt any special order or sys- 
tem in discussing these, but will treat 
them just as they enter my mind. 

* . . 


ONS often sees an inexperienced 
player running for dear life with 
his arm wrapped around the middle 
of the ball, as though it was a pump- 
kin. Pretty soon he gets a thumping 
hard tackle, or the ball is jostled the 
least bit, and away it rolls over the 
greensward. He hasn't had a secure 
«rip on the thing. * 

Now, the only way to carry a foot- 
ball so it won't spill is the instant you 
come into possession of it to tuck 
one end of it snugly up under your 
armpit, and then place the hand of 
that arm firmly over the other end of 
the ball. If you will take pains .o 
lock the ball up in this manner you 
will find that no’ matter how hard 
a blow someone strikes it can not 
dislodge it from your grasp.

GAIN you very frequently 

runner carrying the ball under 

the wrong arm. Many a reader will 

think to himself: “Why, I didn’t know 

it made any difference.” But it does 
—and a lot of difference. 

When running to the right—as a 
left half running around right end— 
the ball should be carried under the 
right arm, as then he will have his 
free left hand presented to the in- 
‘side -of the field, whence most 
of the opposition tacklers are going 
to come. On the other hand, 
when he runs to the left he should 
place the ball under his left arm, so 
as to have the right Hand free. In 
other words, the ball should be placed 
and carried under the OUTSIDE arm, 
a le that is for the particular 
play. 

Many coaches insist that in buck- 
ing straight into the line the ball 
should be carried over the stomach 
with both hands clasped over it. Per- 
sonally, I do not like this method, for, 
while it may seem to hold the ball 
a little more surely, it certainly robs 
the bucker of the use of one free 
hand and arm, which is undoubtedly 
a very valuable weapon with which 
to force an opening. If he will take 
the proper pains in the beginning 
to get the ball up tight just where 
and how I have related he will stand

WHENEVER you are going to pass 
or hand the ball to another play- 
er you should always pass it low 
Never ‘tess it toward his face, or 
even at his chest. The snapper should 
take great pains never to hit a play- 
er’s chest with the ball, for it will 
immediately rebound before he can 
clap his hands on it, The proper 
height is well below the waist\line of 
the man to whom you are snapping 
or passing,

NEARLY all teams now use the di- 

rect snap whenever an end run 1s 
to be pulled off; but many prefer to 
use the quarterback for a buck into 
the line, as they find it somewhat 
safer. While it does require a supe- 
rior snapper to pass the ball directly 
to the runner, my idea is to make 
that snapper practice until he can do 
it safely for ALL plays. In other 
words, I am willing to take what add- 
ed oisk there may be of a fumble or 
two in the game in order to get the 
increased benefit of speeding up the 
entire-work of the backfleld in get- 
ting the ball under full headway,

Now: if the play ts going around the 
end tke snapper should snap the 
ball somewhat ahead of the runner-— 
that is, in th® direction he is going 
to go, for this is nearly always a 
rather long pass, and it will take an 
appreciable interval of time for the 
ball to traverse the distance between 
the snapper and the runner, In cases 
of this kind the runner himself is 
moving at a rapid clip, and if you 
snap it directly at where he was 
standing when the ball was called for 
you will find that he has vacated that 
spot.

Y observation of most snappers is 
‘ that they snap the ball sometimes 
too hard, In their eagerness to get 
the ball off fast they glam it back, 
With the result that it is not an accu- 
rate snap, Most passes should be gen- 
tle, but the ball should START to 
come immediately after the signal for 
it has been given. 

In snapping a long distance, like to 
a punter for a kick, the snapper will 
find he can make the ball travel fast~ 
er if he will catch a firm hold of the 
near end of the ball with the fingers 
and thumbs of both hands and, press- 
ing tightly on the ball, spin it back 
with an end over end revolution, This 
will carry it back rapidly and accu- 
rately, 

® . es . 


[t ts also quite possible to snap back 
a long spiral for the punter by 
giving !t a revolution about its long 
axis, the same as when forward pass- 
ing, This is not so easy to do as in 
ordinary forward passing, for {ts re- 
quired position on the ground to start 
the scrimmage is not conducive to 
the best kind of a hold for the execu- 
tion of a spiral. However, it can be 
done, and has been done by quite a 
lot of snappers with much success, 

When handling a wet ball or any 
ball in the dark, always let the bal! 
strike your body first, then clap your 
hands on it just as it strikes. It is 
impossible to catch a ball in your 
hands with any degree of certainty 
under these conditions,

He is a friendly big rat, with deep brown fur like that of a 
mink. He lives in Grant Park. Perhaps his father or mother 
was some unusual rat escaped from the zoo close by. 

You pass his hole at the foot of a small tree on the east side 
of the drive. When you watch him he watches you. He does 
not go down into his hole unless you presume too much and get 
close enough to see his eyes distinctly. 

Then he goes down, but soon comes up and keeps the tree 
between you and him. He does not like to miss the end of the 
day. 

He {s wonderfully active, alert and EFFICIENT. 

His trail leads from the foot of the tree beside the drive to 
the landlocked body of water upon which the little rowboats 
He at night and on stormy days, going on the lake when it is 
safe, 

His engine is his heart, the nerves are his ‘‘transmission’’ 
and ignition, his lungs are his carburetor, and the brain in the 
rat skull—as mysterious as your own brain—is his driver. 


He lives happy in his domain, never doubting that the whole 
park was made for him, as we little beings believe the whole uni- 
verse was made for us. He is quite sure that the boats passing 
by his rathole on the drive are NOT inhabited, and that no intel- 
ligent mind created them. He is an agnostic—you can’t make 
him believe anything that he can not understand and prove— 
and, as he can not understand or prove very much, he is a happy 
and self-satisfied rat, and knows that the yarn about the park 
being laid out and the drive made ‘‘on purpose’’ is a fairy story 
not to be swallowed by any AGNOSTIC rat. 

He runs up ‘and down his little path, lives in his hole at the 
foot of the tree, looks with contempt at the queer gray animals 
with bushy tails that live UP the tree, and some day he will die 
in his hole, with his teeth grown long, and die convinced that he 
has not missed anything that life had to offer. 


You may see that rat some evening if you will take the trou- 
ble to visit Grant Park and watch at the right spot. 

You can see many rats like him in any part of Atlanta or 
any big city. They are humans, not rodents, two-legged and 
without fur, but intellectually they, too, are rats. 

They live in their little holes and have their little runways. 
They deny what they can’t understand, and they never look at 
the big lake, which, to human beings walking erect, is a great, 
mysterious sky of night with all its beauty and grandeur. 

Beautiful is Lake Abana, but the brown rat cares nothing 
for it. 

The sun is down, leaving behind him enough light to cover 
the water with deep, dark purple. 

The rising moon fights with pale light against thin clouds 
and against the bright memory of the sun just gone. A wind 
full of life and power blows across the water carrying cold with 
it. The trees are taking on the dreariness of winter. 

In the southwest one great planet shines with pure light. 
When you will have been dead a million years that noble light 
will shine in that same spot, and then,*perhaps, men will begin 
to know and appreciate ‘‘the lake’’ near which they live. 

It is the lake of infinite space and unending time, the lake of 
the stars and planets, comets and nebulae—the lake in which 
solar systems are the units, the Milky Way a single current and 
we microscopic atoms of life clinging to a grain of sand. 

The brown rat of Grant Park never takes any interest in the 
lake which is a few yards from his hole—10,000 miles could 
not separate him from it more completely. And if he did take in- 
terest in it, it would mean to him only dreariness, horror and ter- 
ror—it is too big for his brain, too overwhelming for his courage. 

We rats that live here do not see OUR great lake, the eternal, 
infinite universe in which our grain of sand is rolling. 

And because we are cosmic rats, and less than rats, we recoil 
from it in terror and horror, as that brown rat would recoil from 
the lake so near him, 

We invent time and space and the clock to comfort us. 

We plan a gilded heaven at the top of infinity and a painful 


hell at the bottom, We can not bear to look at it as it is, 
not bear to face it, study it and revere it. 

But man, built to stand straight and look at the sky, will not 
forever be a human rat, living in an intellectual hole in the 
ground. 

The stars that come out one by one and look down so coldly 
will see a different race as the thousands of centuries go by. They 
will see us always tiny, feeble, pitiful little beginnings of thought, 
for we can not rise above our planet. But they will see man at 
least not afraid to face his destiny and study the universe that 
contains him.

far out in the universe as his telescope will carry him—and far 
beyond.

It 
will be followed by other steps, all 
leading to a clearly defined goal. 
That goal is an American deep 
sea marine commensurate with 
the national greatness of the 
United States, 

The next urgently needed step 
is the abrogation of trade trea- 
ties. 

Most of these treaties provide 
that imports in vessels of the 
contracting nations shall pay no 
other or higher duties than im- 
ports in our own vessels pay. 
Every year these treaties remain 
in force they will reduce our cus- 
toms revenue many millions of 
dollars and retard the develop- 
ment of American deep-sea ship- 
ping. 


Friendships Maintained. 


During the past hundred fears 
the United States has concluded 
trade treaties with 42 nations. We 
now have such agreements with’ 
twenty different countries. Fif- 


teen of these conventions have 
been terminated by twelve foreign 
nations. 

Their terminations by these 
foreign nations have not in the 
least disturbed the friendly rela- 
tions subsisting between them 
and the United States. Nor is 
there reason to fear reprisals, 
retaliations, trade or tariff wars, 
that alarmists predict will fol- 
low the enforcement of either the 
discount section of the tariff or 
the termination by the United 
States of remaining trade trea- 
ties. 

The rights of other'nations to 
terminate treaties are not supe- 
rior to the rights of the United 
States—the other Party to the 
treaties—also to terminate them. 
Other nations found it to their in- 
terest to terminate such treaties. 
The United States neither object- 
ed nor retaliated. 


Our reasons for abrogating the 
remaining treaties are sound and 
substantial. They stand in the 
way of our building up our deep- 
sea Shipping, and their due ob- 
servance will cost us millions of 
dollars annually. Now that it is 


so obviously to our interest tos 


terminate our trade treaties, oth- 
er mations can not object, and 
they will not retaliate. It is no 
act of bad falth for the United 
States to exercise a right it re- 
serves, in entering into these 
trade treaties, to terminate them. 


Treaties Disastrous. 
Provision was inserted in each 
treaty defining the procedure by 


which elther party could termi- 


nate it.. If we conform to the 


prescribed procedure we dis- 
charge in full all our obligations. 

Trade treaties are mere instru- 
ments providing for reciprocal 
advantages. A dozen nations at 
different times found that the 
disadvantages to them outweighed 
the advantages, They therefore 
terminated the treaties, as they 
had a right to do, 

When we began making these 
trade treaties, our ships carried 
over 90 per cent of our foreign 
commerce, Said Daniel Web- 
ster, in 1825: “We have a com- 
merce which leaves no sea unex- 


Plored; navies which take no law 
from superior force.” 

Our own shipyards built the 
ships, our citizens managed, offi- 
cered and manned them. All the 
earnings remained itn the United 
States, giving further employ. 
ment to our people. 

Before we began making 
treaties (in 1819) our ships {n 
foreign trade registered 984,269 
tons. It was 33 years before 
American ships in foreign trade 
exceeded 984,269 tons. 

At the outbreak of the Civil 
War our seagoing tonnage was 
two and a half times that of 1810. 
But our ships carried only 60 per 
cent of our imports and 72 per 
cent of our exports. 

This much our trade 
have accomplished: 

AMERICAN TONNAGE IN 
FOREIGN TRADE TO-DAY 
BARELY EQUALS THAT oF 
1810! 

Isn't it time 
them? 

Instead of ceasing to discrimi- 
nate in favor of their own ships 
in our trade, foreign discrimina- 
tion was never so géneral, never 
so costly, as now. The treasuries 
of foreign nations are annually 
taxed nearly $60,000,000 to pay 
for their discriminations tn favor 
of their own ships. And in many 
other ways foreign nations dis- 
criminate in favor of their ships 
‘in our trade. 


Methods of Rivals, 


In a speech in the House of 
Representatives, in 1910, Mr. Un- 
derwood said: 

“Shipping nations were not hon- 
est enough between themselves 
for the application of free trade 
principles in navigation, and most 
of our rivals, while professing to 
practice a policy of non-discrimi- 
nation against American ships, 
acted unfairly and resorted to 
some form of ship _ protection, 
either by granting subsidies or 
bounties or by adopting other 
methods of discriminating against 
American ships. 

“So the United States finds 
that the disadvantages to us of 
continuing the treaties exceed the 
advantages, We shall not prac- 
tice evasions and deceptions by 
which to circumvent our rivals, 
We shall proceed  straightfor- 
wardly, honorably, exercising our 
reserved right, and, in the orderly 
procedure provided in the treaties 
for their termination, terminats 
them.” 

In a report by the Democratic 
minority members of the Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries of the House, on Febru- 
ary 1, 1904, advocating discrimi- 
nating duties, they sald: 

“The principal argument offered 
by its opponents is that we must 
first abrogate over twenty trade 
conventions with foreign nations, 
and that these nations would re- 
taliate against our shipping in 
their ports and against our ex- 
ports, espectally foodstuffs. 

“The conventions all contala 
provisos that they may be an- 
nulled on one year's notice (some 
of them six months’ notice) by 
either party, and fourteen have 
been so annulled at different 
times. There {s no practical dif 
fleulty whatever in the way of 
annulling them if we so decide” 

Ten years ago, therefore, Dem- 
ocrats in Congress were familiar 
with the stock arguments against 
their policy of discriminating du- 
ties, and were undismayed ry 
them.

He is an agnostic—you can't make 
him believe anything that he can not understand and prove— 
and, as he can not understand or prove very much, he is a happy 
and self-satisfied rat, and knows that the yarn about the park 
being laid out and the drive made ‘‘on purpose”’ is a fairy story 
not to be swallowed by any AGNOSTIC rat. 

He runs up and down his little path, lives in his hole at the 
foot of the tree, looks with contempt at the queer gray animals 
with bushy tails that live UP the tree, and some day he will die 
in his hole, with his teeth grown long, and die convinced that he 
has not missed anything that life had to offer.

The next urgently needed step 
is the abrogation of trade trea- 
ties, 

Most of these treaties provide 
that imports in vessels of the 
contracting nations shall pay no 
other or higher duties than im- 
ports in our own vessels pay. 
Every year these treaties remain 
in force they will reduce’ our cus- 
toms revenue many millions of 
dollars and retard the develop- 
ment of American deep-sea ship- 
ping. 


Friendships Maintained. 
During the past hundred years 
the United States has concluded 
trade treaties with 42 nations. We 
now have such agreements with 
twenty different countries, | Fif- 


teen of these conventions have 
been terminated by twelve foreign 
nations, 

Their terminations by these 
foreign nations have not in the 
least disturbed the friendly rela- 
tions subsisting between them 
and the United States. Nor is 
there reason to fear reprisals, 
retaliations, trade or tariff wars, 
that alarmists predict will fol- 
low the enforcement of either the 
discount section of the tariff or 
the termination by the United 
States of remaining trade trea- 
ties. 

The rights of other nations to 
terminate treaties are not supe- 
rior to the rights of the Unitea 
States—the other party to the 
treaties—aiso to terminate them. 
Other nations found it to their in- 
terest to terminate such treaties. 
The United States neither object- 
ed nor retaliated. 


Our reasons for abrogating the 
remaining treaties are sound and 
substantial. They stand in the 
way of our building up our deep- 
sea shipping, and their due ob- 
Servance will cost us millions of 
dollars annually, Now that it is 
So obviously to our interest to 
terminate our trade treaties, oth- 
er nations ean not ‘object, and 
they will not retaliate. It is no 
act of-bad faith for the United 
States to exercise a right it re- 
serves, in entering into these 
trade treaties, to terminate them. 


Treaties Disastrous. 
Provision was inserted in each 
treaty defining the procedure by 


which either party could term!- 
nate it, 


If we conform to the 
prescribed procedure we dis- 
charge in full all our obligations. 

Tiade treaties are mere instru- 
ments providing for reciprocal 
advantages.

And in many 
other ways foreign nations dis- 
criminate in favor of their ships 
in our trade. 


Methods of Rivals. 


In a speech in the Honse of 

_ Representatives, in 1910, Mr. Un- 
derwood said: 

“Shipping nations were not hon- 
est enough between themselves 
for the application of free trade 
principles in-navigation, and most 
of our rivals, while professing to 
practice a policy of non-discrimi- 
nation against American ships, 
acted unfairly and resorted 
some form of ship _ protection, 
either by granting subsidies or 
bounties or by adopting other 
methods of discriminating against 
American ships. 

“So the United States finds 
that the disadvantages to us of 
continuing the treaties exceed the 
advantages. We shall not prac- 
tice evasiéns and deceptions by 
which to circumvent our riva!s. 
We shall proceed  straightfor- 
wardly, honorably, exercising our 
reserved right, and, in the order!y 
procedure provided in.the treaties 
for their termination, terminate* 
them.” 

In a report by the Democratic 
minority members of the Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine anéd 
Fisheries of the House, on Febru- 
ary 1, 1904, advocating discrim!- 
nating duties, they said: 

.» “The principal argument offered 
by its opponents is that we must 
first abrogate over twenty trade 
conventions With foreign nations, 
and that these nations would re- 
taliate against our shipping {n 
their ports and against our «x- 
ports, especially foodstuffs. 

“The conventions all contain 
provisos that they may be en- 
nulled on one year’s notice (some 
of them six months’ notice) >» 
either party, and fourteen have 
been so annulled at differer 
times. There is no practica! dif 
ficulty whatever in the way of 
annulling them if we so decide.”

Cold and Wet Weather. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—With killing 
frost in Oklahoma and heavy frost 
throughout the Western belt and rains 
In the Central States, coupled with 
strong Liverpool cables, the cotton mar- 
ket opened steady to-day with prices 
net unchanged to 6 points higher than 
the closing quotations of Saturday. 
There was considerable buying on the 
opening on prospects that the cold 
wave in the Western belt would extend 
into the Eastern belt to-night, but 
prices only increased the early advance 
2 points. 

On the bulge December reached a 
new high mark, rallying to 14.12. Jan- 
uary sold at 13.85, which was 2 points 
higher than the previous record of the 
season. Prices held sieady around the 
opening level for a few minutes, but it 
soon was apparent that the market 
again lacked buying power. However. 
Liverpool gave the cue for higher 
rices, cabling the full advance due, 
ut the impression with the majority 
seemed to be that the coq spell has 
been discounted to some extent.
